THOUGHTS ON THE TOWN DUMP 

There are, now, in Wilmington, many people 
in Wilmington who will ask a question something 
like this - "Why didn't we do it before?" They 
will be referring, of course to the relocation 
of the Town Dump. 

It is a good question, but one that is not 
too easy to answer. The Town Dump, in Wilming- 
ton has been a volatile subject for years. Mr. 
Hagerty, Selectman of Wilmington and one of the 
foremost battlers on the subject in recent days 
may think that the Town Dump is "his baby" . 

It isn't.- 

Long before Mr., Hagerty appeared on the Wil- 

“—" mingtén scene there were hot ahd acrimonious 
arguments in Town Meeting, with the Town Dump 
being the subject. 

The arguments would end in a'draw, just as 
they did in the last two annual meetings. The 
vote would be about equal, and a lot of people 
would sit on their hands. 

About eight or nine years ago a "Dump Com- 
mittee" was appointed, to give the subject a 
thorough study. 

That committee, as we recall it, lasted 3 
years, and was in total disagreem2nt most of 
the time. They did come into Town Meetings 
with recommendations, but the recommendations 
were always defeated, not by a wide margin, but 
defeated, and always amidst batteries of orat- 
ory. 

We think that committee was discharged a- 
bout 1951. That was the year that many people 
believed that the recommendation was to be in 
the swamp off Federal Street, behind the Town 
Cemetery. That, of course brought the people 
of Federal Street out fighting. Bob Moran, a

TEACHERS SALARIES 

Once again the teachers of Wilmington have 
asked for an increase in their selaries, and 
once again there will be those wha will support 
such a move, and those who will not. 

The teachers are n.w getting $3300 a year, 
\base pay, which is alsc the lcwest allowed by 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. They are 
asking for $3600, which, it might be noted, is 
the lowest allowed under new proposed rates 
which have not as yet been voted, and probably 
will not be voted this year. 

Of course there are very few teachers who 
ectually get only $3300 a year. There are in- 
creases of various kinds that enter intc the 
situation, some because of longevity, and some 
because of extra-curricular activities - basket 
ball coach, football coach, ete ete. 

We have no fault to fine with this extra pay 
because in our belief it is earned. Longevity 
is recognized in. practicelly every business to- 
day, and as for coaching - it certainly is a 
demand on the teachers time, whether wr not the 
reader approves of the particular activity in- 
volyed. 

Teaching, 
rather lowly paic 


in a Town Meet- 


per se, is ‘recognized as being a 
profess‘on. There are some in 
dividuals who make out fairly well, and have no 
complaint, even here in Wilming zion, but the 
trend in all the towns and cities of the Com- 
monwealth is to raise the standards. 

This is a trend that our School Committee 
has recognized. It has endeavoured to be ahead 
of the wage scale of other towns and cities, and 
perhaps for the simple reason that a higher 
wage scale will attract more and better teach- 
ers. 

Severel years ago we were ahead of most of 
our neighbors.’ Now we are on a par, or in som 
cases lower.’ It is more difficult to get tea- 
chers, more difficult each yeur, os @ result. |

THE MASTER PLAN 

Generally speaking the people of Wilmington 
have lost sight of the fact tha 
votec a sum of $2100 for the P 
"Master Plan” for Wilmington. 

The money, as the Town Manager reported in 
the annuel meeting of that year, was to be 
matched with Federal funds, which means thet 
Uncle Sam would donate a’ similar amount of mon- 
ey. 

Our Planning Board, we must report, has been 
very busy for quite a while, as a result of 
getting that money. It hired emsultants, and 
those consultants have been investigating every 
nook and cranny of Wilmington. 

Their report to the Planning Board is almost 
ready, and after the Plenning Board has approv— 
ed, the report will be made public. 

The main idea is to prevent streets being 
laid out in such © manner that they will embar- 
rass the growth of the town in future years. 
There are other features, too,all concerned 
with future growth. 

Perhaps the best description of what is im- 
bodies in the plun vould be to report that it 
incluces most of the suggestions made by civic 
minced citizens during the past forty or fifty 
ye®rs, which have never came to fruition, and 
a few more, too. The suggestions are of the 
kind "we ought to have a roed here" or "we 
ought to have a park there". 

If this is adopted all future real estate 

developments will have to conform to the Master 
Plan, and this shoul’ co much to prevent some 
of the mistakes that Wilmington has hac in the 
past. 
' It may be safely stated that the report will 
be controversial. We appre of 95% of it, and 
we disapprove of 5%. We %ssume that our fellow 
citizens will make a similar judgement, except 
that they will disapprove of things we approve 
of, anc vice versa.’

DEVIL'S DEN 

Behind the home of Lester 
Swain, on Andover, and sort of 
across from the Brown's Cross- 
ing Pumping Station there is 
a hill composed of granite. It 
is a low hill, stretching for 
sq@e distance in an northeast- 
erly to southwesterly direct- 
ion. 

Near the Swain home the hill 
is quite abrupt, where the 
glaciers of many years ago 


hve done their work. Glaciers 
moving from the Northnorthwest 
froze into the rock and then 
broke it away, on the south- 
side. In breaking the rock a 
small cave was created - Wil- 
mington’s only cave, know 
since the very earliest days 
as Devil’s Den. 

The cave does go in to the 
hill for a distance of 8 or 10 
feet, but a person can, go in 
for only 4 or 5. It isn’ t much 
of a cave, as caves go, but it 


in 


Wilmington. 

The legend states that Capt. 
Kidd (the Pirate - so called) 
buried gold in or near Devil’s 
Den. This gold has been the 
object of many fruitless ef- 
forts on the part of many gen- 
erations of Wilmington’s young 
sters. No one has ever found 
it and probably no one will 
ever, for the legend is very 
much to be doubted, in spite 
of its undoubted existence. for 
over 200 years, 

Where the home of A. T. Nor- 
ton now stands, at 67 High St. 
was the site of the first home 
in North Wilmington, built by 
Richard Harnden in 1665. The 


original house bummed down dur 
ing the Civil War, and the pre 
sent Norton home is the third 
to stand on this site. 

Woburn Street, just to the 


east of the Norton home is the 
laid 
out in 1672, and mentioned sev 


old Boston- Andover Road, 
eral times in the early histo- 
ty of Massachusetts Bay. 

One morning, in the latter 
part of the seventeenth cent- 
ury, children in the Harnden 


home looked out the kitchen 
window and saw a cart, heavily 
laden, drawn by two bullocks, 
and driven by a white man who 
had a Negro as a companion; 
That same afternoon the cart 
was again seen. 

The cart was going North - in 
other words in the direction 
of Devil’s Den. 

That same afternoon the cart 
was again seen, this time go- 
ing South. The white man was 
alone - his colored companion 
being nowhere to be seen. 


That was the legend of the 
Harnden family. They believed 
that the white man was Capt. 
Kidd, and that the heavy mat- 
erials in the cart was his 
treasure, and that he had bur 
ied that treasure near Devil’s 
Den and killed the Negro, so 
that the spirit of the dead 
man could guard the treasure. 
The legend further states 
that if any fortune seeker 
should by chance come close to 
the buried treasure it will be 
whisked away to another site 
by the ghost of the dead Negro 
-- which presumably was the 
reason that no one ever found 
that hidden treasure.
